THE CASE OUTLINED, 

A special dispatch to the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, says the jury that is trying the case 
of the state vs. Frank James, spent the night 
in charge of the sheriff. The case was much 
discussed at the hotels, and the opinion 1s 
generally expressed that a verdict of guilty 1s 
out of the question. A bung jury 1s 
probable and an acquittal possible. The 
solid democracy of the jury, the youth and 
associates of four of the number, and the ex- 
confederate record of six of the number, give 
rise to this belief. Last night Dick Liddell 
and Mrs. Hite arrived. The former this morn- 
ing showed up on the streets with two long 
navy revolvers strapped to his waist. Promipt- 
ly at eight o'clock court convened, witnesses 
being excluded from the court room, The 
attendance was not so large as yesterday. A 
number of ladies occupied seats on the stage. 
Judge Goodman announced that counsel 
would be allowed an hour in which to pre- 
sent the case tothe jury. Mr. Wallace tor 
the state, read the indictment, and told 
the story of the train robbing, and 
the manner of the “death of McMillan, who 
was shot through the head as he looked into 
the door of the smoking car. Hesaid there 
were Frank and Jesse James and Wood Hite. 
The two men who took possession of the en- 

ine were Dick Liddell and Clarence Hite. Mr 
allace then went into the history of the 
conspiracy to rob the train at Winston, and 
the life of the James boys in Tennessee, giv- 
ing the organization of the band, etc. ‘Testi- 
mony will be introduced toshow that the 
gang, before leaving Kentucky, shipped some 
implements of robbery to John Ford, a 
brother of Bob Ford, Mr. Wallace then fore- 
shadowed the testimony of the state, locating 
the gang in Clay and Ray _ counties 
and establishing their presence in the vicinity 
of Winston on the day of the robbery. The 
defense waived its right to the presentation of 
its case, and the taking of testimony com- 
menced. The witnesses to-day were all em- 
ployes or passengers on the robbed train. 
THE EXCITEMENT INCREASES, 

The excitement attending the James trial 
was increased to day when Judge Irving and 
Harfield Davis, the gentlemen warned a day 
or two ago to be careful in giving testimony 
against Frank James, each received the fol- 
lowing letter: St. Louis, 23.—Harfield Davis 
and Alexander Irving,Gallatin—Gents: Your 
evidence against Frank James will be watch- 
ed by tried and true friends of his. No one 
but the writer and one other know how near 
Governor Crittenden came to biting the dust 
in April, On the Sunday after- 
noon that he rode in the chair car trom 
Jefferson City to St. Louis, the pistol was 
cocked and only policy prevented its use. 
Frank James has hundreds of friends that 
will never see him sacrificed, and will come 
to his aid at the proper time. If you are 
wise you will be careful.” This was signed 
“A. R. K.” The letter addressed to Mr. 
Davis wus written in red ink, in a free, bold 
hand, aud inclosed in an envelope of a hotel 
ut San Antonio, Texas. The postmark 
Wabash postal car, 7, and the letter was evi- 
dently mailed at the union depot. The letter 
to Irving was written with black ink and 
inclosed in a plain envelope. James's attor- 
neys denounce the author of the letters.

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THE MITCHSLL-SLADE FIGHT. 
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Governor Crittenden Urging the Enforcement of 


the Law on all Concerned. 

Jerrerson Ciry, August 24.—Governor Crit- 
tenden to-day addressed a letter to Cornelius 
Murphy, marshal of Jackson county, asking 
whether it is a fact that Mitchell and Siade 
are in training and preparing in tbat county 
for a prize tight, as currently reported in 
the newspapers. The marshai’s atten- 
tion called to sectiors 1506 and 1507 
of the st tes, under which the men, their 
trainers, abettors and backers are guilty © 
felony. The governor suggests that as Prose- 
cuting Attorney Wallace is absent, the mar- 
shal adopt such measures as may be in his 
powerto stop the disgraceful preparations 
and bring the parties engaged therein to 
speedy punishment for their flagrant and 
open violation of the law. The sections re- 
ferred to are as follows: 

Sec. 1506 Any person W

The Damage Done by the Storm—Lives 


Houses Swept Away. 

Rocuester, Minn., August 24.—The num- 
ber of people killed. by the cycione on Tues- 
day is now fixed at thirty-four, and the 
number of injured at eighty-two. Of the 
latter nine were fatallyinjured. Details from 
the surrounding district show that the cyclone 
gwept over a territory of sixty miles in length 
and about two miles wide, leaving in its path 
nothing but ruins. To form an idea of the 
loss one has only to estimate the value of all 
the improvements that have been made in the 
section visited by the cyclones, which are all

gone. The loss in Rochester is now estimated 
at $550,000. Reports from the town of Salem 
indicate that considerable damage was done 
in that locality. 

The streets of the city tc-day are full of peo- 
ple from all over the state, some from curivsity 
and some to care for friends, while a large 
humber are prominent men from all por- 
tions of the state to see the effect of the cy- 
clone, that they may know its extent and the 
needs of its victims. One thousand men, 
women and _ children of the _— class 
that possess hardly anything out- 
side of their homes and what 
there is in them, are to day without anything. 
Of the 200 houses which were standing before 
the approach of the storm. there is not suf- 
ficient material to build an ordinary frame 
sheiter. All the household furniture and 
clothing was alsocompletely destroyed.

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STILL MISSING, 


No Clew (to the Whereabouts ot Mary Churchi'l— The 
Mystery Growlrg. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., August 22—The mystery 
surrounding the disappearance of Miss Mary 
churchill, who has been missing from her 
home since Sunday night, seemed to grow 
denser and more impenetrable every hour 
until this evening, when a traveling man for 
aSt, Lonis firm called on Colonel Churchill 
and gave him aeclew. The drummer said 
vesterday morning he and his wife went on 
the train from St. Louis. W hen 
the train arrived at Jerseyville, Hl., they were 
both discussing the mysterious disappearance. 
Suddenly, glancing up from the paper he was 
reading, the gentlerman saw walking along 
the ratiroad track a girl who in every way an- 
swered the description of the missing girl, 
dressed precisely as when she left home, save 
that she was wearing a cheap har, evidently 
new. She wasaccompanied by a tall and 
slender blonde gentleman about thirty years 
old and weil dressed. When the St. Louis 
train arrived they walked away trom the 
depot and seemed to be endeavoring tw es 
cape recognition. A telegram sent from this 
city this evening to Jerseyville elicited the 
information thata couple answering the de- 
scription were married in one of the hotels in 
that place yesterday afternoon: that the lady 
wore a black silk dress evidently made for a 
woman twice her size; that she remarked 
that it was borrowed especially for the occa- 
sion. According to information so far at 
hand the newly married couple started to 
return to St. Louis. At the lady’s residence 
investigation showed them to be an eloping 
couple from an Illinois town, and Miss 
Churchill is still missing, with no clew.

Senator Pugh here spoke about overproduc- 
tion in coal and iron disiricts, and asred the 
witness how he would avoid overproduction. 

“IT did not know thai there was overpro- 
duction,’’ Mr. George replied. ‘‘There can 
be no overproduction until every man has as 
much ashe ¥ants. Labor very often cannot 
employ itselfon accountof monopoly. Very 
often we hear of an eraof great,financial de- 
pression. Business is paralyzed from one end 
the country to the other, and there is 
but one  catcse for this, namely. 
the increased value of land. rhe 
man who wants to use this Jand must pay for 
itand pay high. The consequence is the man 
cannot take the land. No building is put up 
The building trade is dgad and all improve- 
ment is checked by this high price for land. 
All other industries are thrown out through 
this rise in the value of land. Tne Jaborer, 
the mason and the bricklayer are all out of 
employment, The paralysis extends through 
the whole network of the country. Business 
is bound with ligatures around its body and 
the blood of the nation ceases to flow. Labor 
has no employment. 

‘How to remedy this is by a change in the 
land tenure. Landis a natural element the 
same as air. Land exists. it has existed, and 
will exist forever. No man owns the air; no 
man should own the land. It his to use 
while he lives. He can, but should not, fence 
it in and say: “I do not want to use but you 
must-not nseit.’ We must break up this 
dog in the manger business. Land is net 
property. A man may create property or 
make it. Toat is his; be can do what he likes 
with it; burn it down if he choos s, take it to 
the grave, or transmit it to his children. Bat 
where did he acquire a title to land. He did 
not createit, or make it, and hence bas no 
title toit. The land is the ereat question to 
settle every other question, and if every man 
had but as much land as he needed, then 
these questions of labor would soon shape 
themseives into very simple questions.

AN APPLE FAMINE IN PROSPECT 
Paris of the 


Light Crops Expected im Noear'y al 
Country. 

Mitwavukeg, August 24.—The indications 
are that there will be a winter apple famine 
throughout the country this year. The win- 
ter apple crop of the northwest is a total 
failure. L. H. Moorehouse, a leading com- 
mission merchant, who bears the reputation 
of being one of the best posted men in Mil- 
waukee on the subject of apples, has lately 
returned from an extended eastern and 
southern trip, in which he obtained by ob- 
servation much information in regard to the 
crop outlook, supplementary to that which 
he is constantly in receipt of from correspon- 
dents. ‘I will tell you as far as I know,” he 
said to a correspondent, who asked him 
whether the reports are true that an apple 
famine is to be expected this year. I was in 
Ohio, both western and northwestern New 
York, and New England, and also in Ken- 
tucky and Indiana,”’ 

‘‘What proportion of the supply comes from 
these sections~”’ 

‘They constitute practically the apple-grow- 
ing region of the country, with Michigan left 
out. Throughout the sections 1 have named 
the apple crop will be almost a total failure. 
A farmer in Niagara county, which is one of 
the greatest apple-producing regions in New 
York state, said to me that he had a large or- 
chard, and a half bushel measure would hold 
his whole crop. The Baldwin variety, which 
is grown so largely in New York, and is in 
such large demand for export, is almost an 
entire failure. What few apples we get from 
western New York this year will be greenings. 
Some of the young orchards in the country 
which I visited will havea fair supply of 
fruit, but the old irees won't have anything 
to speak of.”’ 

‘‘W hat is the cause of the trouble?”’ 

‘T think it is gemerlly attributed to the ex- 
treme wet weather and heavy rains which 
prevailed just at the time of blossoming. The 
trees blossomed beautifully but the fruit dd 
notset. The southern sta es report very ligit 
crops except North Carolina,where a fair yield 
isassured. That statesupplies us with a large 
share of dried apples, which are even shipped 
from there tothe northern markets. Last 
year the crop in the southwest was an unusu- 
ally large one. This is an off year, therefore, 
with Missouri, Kansas, Tenn essee, and Ar- 
kansas,” 

“You have not spoken ofthe outlook in 
Michigan.”’ said the correspondent. 

“Well, I know no more about it than] 
have seen in the papers. I suppose you have 
seen the published statement that Micbigan 
is expected to turn out very light crops.” 

“How high do you suppose prices will go?” 

“Oh, thatisathing to be determined by 
the demand, as well as the supply. No one 
can tell. I haven't observed the course of 
the market very closely of late, as we dea ex- 
clusively in western fruit. In what I have 
said I have referred particularly to winter 
apples. The early varieties have, | believe, 
been tolerably plenty from another source.”
